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BILL 
to provide for the regulation and licensing of fruit nurseries in the 

State of Kerala. 

Preamble . — WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for 
the regulation and licensing of fruit nurseries in the State 
of Kerala ; 

Be it enacted in the Fourteenth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows : 

1. Short title, extent and commencement.- (1) This Act may 
be called the Kerala Fruit Nurseries Act, 1963. 

( 2) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala . 

( 3 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Govern 
ment may , by notification in the Gazette , appoint. 

2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires, - 

(a) " competent authority means a person or authority 
appointed by the Government by notification in the Gazette, 
to perform the functions of the competent authority under 
this Act for such area as may be specified in the notification ; 

.(b ) " fruit nursery" means any place where fruit plants 
are in the regular course of business propagated and sold 
for transplantation and includes a fruit nursery owned or 
managed by Government; 

(c) " fruit plant” means all kinds of plants which pro 
duce edible fruits or nuts , vegetables, flower plants and 
includes budwood , seedlings, grafts, seeds and the cuttings 
of such fruit plants , vegetables and flower plants ; 

(d ) " owner " in relation to a fruit nursery means the 
person who , or the authority which , has the ultimate control 
over the affairs of such fruit nursery and where the said 
affairs are entrusted to a manager, superintendent, manag 
ing director, managing agent or any other person , such 
manager, superintendent, managing director, managing 
agent or other person shall be deemed to be the owner ; 
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(e) " person " shall include a company, family, associa 
tion or other body of individuals whether incorporated 
or not ; 

(f) " prescribed ” means prescribed by rules made under 
this Act; 

(g) " rootstock ” means a fruit plant or part thereof 
on which any fruit plant has been grafted or budded ; and 

(h ). " scion ” means a fruit plant which is grafted or 
budded on to a root- stock . 

3. Owner to obtain licence. — No owner shall, after the 
expiry of six months from the date appointed under sub 
section (3 ) of section 1, conduct or establish a fruit nursery 
unless he has obtained a licence under this Act. 

Explanation.- Where an owner has more than one 
fruit nursery in the State, he shall obtain a separate licence 
in respect of each such fruit nursery . 

4. Application for , and grant and refusal of licence.- (1) Every 
application for a licence under section 3 shall be made to 
the competent authority and shall be in the prescribed form . 

(2) If the competent authority is satisfied that: 

(a ) the fruit nursery is suitable for the proper propa 
gation of fruit plant or fruit plants in respect of which the 
licence has been applied for ; 

(b ) the applicant is competent to conduct or esta 
blish such a fruit nursery ; 

(c) the applicant fulfils any other conditions notified 
by the competent authority in this behalf ; and 

( d ) the applicant has paid the fees prescribed for the 
licence and has also furnished the prescribed security, if any, 

such authority may grant a licence to the applicant 
for conducting or establishing a fruit nursery in accordance 
with the terms of the licence and the provisions of this Act 
and the rules thereunder . 

(3) Every licence granted under this section shall be 
valid for the prescribed period and shall , on application and 
payment of the prescribed fee, be renewed , from time to 
time, by the competent authority and for the prescribed 
period , provided the other conditions in sub-section (2) 
continue to be fulfilled . 
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(4 ) If the competent authority refuses to grant or 
renew a licence under this section , it shall record its reasons 
for such refusal in writing and communicate a copy of its 
order to the applicant. 

5. Suspension or cancellation of licence.- (1 ) The competent 
authority may suspend or cancel any licence granted or 
renewed under section 4 

(a ) if the licensee has applied to be adjudicated , or 
been adjudicated an insolvent, or 

(b ) if he has parted , in whole or in part, with his 
control over the fruit nursery , or 

(c) if he has ceased to conduct or possess such fruit 
nursery, or 

(d ) if in the opinion of such authority the quality 
of materials supplied from such a fruit nursery is not upto 
the standard or is being deteriorated , or 

(e) if he has contravened , or failed to comply with 
any of the terms of the licence or any of the provisions of 
this Act or the rules issued thereunder, or 

(f) on any other prescribed ground . 

(2) Before passing an order under sub -section ( 1) , 
the competent authority shall intimate to the licensee the 
grounds on which it is proposed to take action 
him a reasonable opportunity of showing cause against it . 

(3 ) The competent authority may suspend the licence 
pending the passing of a final order in respect thereof under 
sub -section (î). 

(4) A copy of every order passed under sub -section 
(i) or sub -section (3) shall be communicated to the licensee. 

6. Return of Licence --On the expiry of his licence or on 
the receipt of an order suspending or cancelling it, the 
licensee shall return the licence to the competent authority : 

Provided that such authority may , after such expira 
tion , suspension or cancellation , give such reasonable time 
as it thinks fit to the owner to enable him to wind 

up 

his 
fruit nursery . 

7. Duplicates. If a licence granted to an owner is lost, 
destroyed ,mutilated or damaged, the competent authority 
shall , on application and payment of the prescribed fee , 
issue a duplicate licence. 


and give 
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Duties of a licensee. - Every licensee under this Act 
shall 

( 1) undertake to employ only such varieties of the 
fruit plant specified in the licence in respect of scion and 
rootstock for production or sale; 

(2) keep a complete record of the origin or source of 
every rootstock and every scion showing the local name or 
botanical name or both , of the rootstock and the scion used ; 

(3) keep lay - out plan showing the position of every 
rootstock and scion tree employed in raising fruit plants ; 

(4 ) keep the nursery plots as well as the parent trees 
used for the production of the fruit plants free from insect, 
pests and diseases; 

(5) specify in a conspicuous manner on a label the 
name of every kind and variety of fruit plant enclosed in 
any package intended for sale and the name of the rootstock 
together with that of the scion of every such fruit plant ; 

(6 ) undertake to release for sale or distribution only 
such fruit plants as are completely free from any kind of 
insect, pest or disease ; and 

(7) maintain a register in the form specified by the 
competent authority showing the name of the fruit plant 
sold to any person , the name of the rootstock and the name 
and address of the person purchasing it . 

9. Appeals.- (1) Any person aggrieved by an order 
of a competent authority refusing to grant or renew a licence 
under this Act may appeal, in such form and manner, within 
such period and to such authority , as may be prescribed : 

Provided that the prescribed authority may admit an 
appeal after the prescribed period , if sufficient cause is shown . 

(2) The prescribed authority, may after hearing the 
appellant, pass such orders on the appeal as it thinks fit. 

(3 ) An order passed under this section shall, subject 
to the provisions of section 10 , be final. 

10. Revision . — (1) The Government may, at any time, 
for the purpose of satisfying itself as to the legality or pro 
priety of any order passed under this Act, call for and exa 
mine the record of any case and may pass such orders there 
on as it thinks fit : 
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Provided that it shall not exercise the power conferred 
on it by or under this section , in respect of an order against 
which an appeal preferred under Section 9 is pending or in 
case: an appeal has not been preferred before the expiry of 
the timelimit therefor , 

(2) An order passed under this section shall be final. 
IT . Powers of inspection .- (I) The competent authority 
or any person authorised by it in this behalf may, at al 
reasonable hours and with or without assistants, enter any 
fruit nursery, and inspect or examine the fruit plants therein , 
and the registers , books of accounts and records relating 
thereto , for the purpose of satisfying itself or himself that 
the requirements of this Act and the rules issued thereunder 
are being complied with . 

(2) The licensee shall afford the competent authority 
or the person authorised by it all reasonable access and 
facilities for such inspection and examination as may be 
required for the purpose aforesaid and shall be bound to 
furnish such information relating to the fruit nursery as 
may be required by such authority or person . 

12. Power to prohibit sale.— ( 1) The competent authority 
shall have power 

(a ) to take samples of any fruit plant from any fruit 
nursery ; 

(b ) to send such samples for examination to a labora 
tory ; 

(c ) to prohibit the sale of any fruit plant when the 
purity, quality and health of such plant is suspected . 

( 2) Where any sample is taken under clause (a ) of 
sub -section ( 1) its cost at the rate at which the article is 
usually sold to the public shall be paid to the person from 
whom it is taken . 

13. Power of Government to prohibit or regulate the bringing 
into or taking out of the State fruit plants. The Government, 
may , by notification in the Gazette, prohibit or regulate , 
subject to such restrictions and conditions as they may 
impose, the bringing into , or taking out of the State, other 
wise thart across a customs frontier as defined by the Central 
Government, or the transport within the State, of 

anly 

fruit 
plant of unknown pedigree or affected by any infectious or 
contagious disease or pest. 
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14. Penalty. T (1) If any person contravenes any of the 
provisions of this Act or any rule issued thereunder jor. 
attempts to contravene or abets the contravention of any., 
such provision , or rule, he shall be punishable with fine 
which may extend to one thousand rupees.. 

. (2). If the person committing an offence under this 
Act is a company , 

the company as well as every person 
in charge of, and responsible to the company for the con 
duct of its business at the time of the commission of the 
offence shall be deemed to be guilty of the offence, and 
shall be liable to be proceeded against and punished 
accordingly : 

Proyided that nothing contained in this sub-section 
shall render any such person liable to any punishment if 
he proves that the offence was committed without his know 
ledge or that he exercised all due diligence to prevent the 
commission of such offence . 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub- section 
(2) where an offence under this Act has been committed by 
a company and it is proved that the offence has been com 
mitted with the consent or connivance of, or that the 
commission of the offence is attributable to any neglect on 
the 

part of, any director, manager , secretary or other officer 
of the company, such director, manager, secretary or other 
officer shall also be deemed to be guilty of that offence and 
shall be liable to be proceeded against- and punished 
accordingly. 

Explanation .-- For the purpose of this Section 
(a ): company” means any body corporate and 

... includes a firm or other, association of indivi 
Cros. duals and ; : . 

(b ) " director” , in relation to a firm means a partner 

in the firm . 
: 15.- Offence to be cognizable. Notwithstanding anything - 
contained in the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898 , any 
offence under this Act shall be a cognizable offence within 
the meaning of that. Code. 

16. Persons, exercising Powers under this Act to be public ser 
vants . - All persons exercising powers under this Act shall be 
dçemed to be public servants within the meaning of section 
21 of the Indian Penal Code. 
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17. No compensation for suspension or cancellation of licences. 
Where any licence is suspended or cancelled under this 
Act, the licensee shall not be entitled to any compensation 
therefor, nor shall be entitled to the refund of 

any fee paid 
by him for the licence . 

18. Protection of persons acting in good faith.- No suit , 
presecution or other legal proceeding shall lie against the 
Government or against any person for anything which is in 
good faith done or intended to be done in pursuance of 
this Act or any rule made thereunder . 

* 19. Delegation of powers. The Government may by 
notification in the Gazette , delegate to any officer or 
authority subordinate to it all or any of its powers under 
this Act except the power to make rules. 

20. Power to make rules. (1) The Government may, by 
notification in the Gazette, make rules to carry out the 
purposes of this Act. 

(2 ) In particular, and without prejudice to the genera 
lity of the foregoing power, such rules may provide for 

( a) all matters expressly required or allowed by 
this Act to be prescribed ; 

(b ) the conditions to be inserted in licences to be 
granted to owners and the form of such licences; 

(c) the procedure to be followed by competent 
authorities in the exercise of their functions under this Act ; 

(d ) the registers, books of accounts and records to 
be maintained by licensees and the manner in which and 
the period for which they shall be maintained ; 

(e) the circumstances in which security, may be 
required from licensees and the security furnished by them 
may be forfeited and the manner in which any sum falling 
due as a result of such forfeiture may be recovered ; 

(f ) the efficient conduct, improvement and deve 
lopment of fruit nurseries ; 

(g ) the detection , inspection , certification , method 
of transport or destruction of fruit plants in respect of which 
a notification has been issued under section 13 or of any 
articles which may have been in contact or proximity 
thereto and the regulation of the powers and duties of the 
officers who may be appointed in this behalf; 
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(h ) the conditions and restrictions regarding the 
inter - State and intra - State movement and transport of 


fruit plants . 


(3 ) Any rule made under this section may provide that 
a contravention thereof shall be punishable under section 14 . 

(4 ) Every rule made under this Act shall be laid as 
soon as may be after it is made before the Legislative 
Assembly while it is in session for a total period of fourteen 
days which may be comprised in one session or in two succes 
sive sessions and if before the expiry of the session in which 
it is so laid or the session immediately following, the Legis 
lative Assembly make any modification in the rule , 
decide that the rule should not be issued , the rule shall there 
after have effect only in such modified form or be of no 
effect, as the case may be; so however, that any such modi 
fication or annulment shall be without prejudice to the 
validity of anything previously done under that rule . 


or 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
This legislation is for the purpose of ensuring the supply 
of disease- free high yielding and high quality fruit plants 
of known parentage. Owing to the absence of any scientific 
check or expert control over the quality of the plants sold , 
pest- infected and diseased fruit plants happen to be sold 
from the nurseries. In the interest of the fruit growers of 
the country, it has, therefore, become necessary for the 
Government to have the power and authority to check the 
nurseries in order to ensure that the provisions of the law 
are not being contravened . There are several private 
nurseries in the State where fruit plants are propagated and 
sold . This legislation will ensure that only pest-free quality 
fruit plants are distributed in the State and that nurseries 
distributing defective fruit plants are closed . 

The main advantage of this legislation will be increased 
production of high quality fruits per unit area . The intro 
duction of disease free and disease resistent varieties of fruit 
plants on large-scale will lessen the possibilities of attacks 
of insects, pests and diseases . This will add to the total 
production capacity ; and the supply of plants at reasonable 
cost, will enable the growers to plant larger areas with the 
same resources. Thus increased production will not only 
bring annual added income to the fruit growers , but also 
add to the general prosperity of the State . The Bill is 
intended to achieve these objects. 
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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 
Clause (2) (a ) of the Bill contemplates the appointment 
of competent authority to perform the functions under the 
Act. It may be necessary to have a Fruit Development 
Officer for the whole State and Fruit Development Assistant 
for cach district. The expenditure involved in these appoint 
ments cannot be estimated accurately at present since the 
scale of 

pay of the posts has not been fixed . 


MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Clause 20 of the Bill empowers the Government to make 
rules to carry out the purposes of the Act. The matters in 
respect of which rules may be made are of a routine and 
administrative character. The rules shall be subject to 
the approval of the Legislative Assembly .

THE TRAVANCORE -COCHIN IRRIGATION (AMENDMENT ) 

ACT , 1963 


An Act to amend the Travancore -Cochin Irrigation Act, 1956 

( Act ry of 1956 ) . 

Preamble. - WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Travan 
core -Cochin Irrigation Act, 1956 for the purposes hereinafter 
appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Fourteenth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.-- ( 1 ) This Act may be 
called the Travancore- Cochin Irrigation (Amendment) Act, 
1963. 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once . 
2. Substitution of new section for section 40 -A. - In the 
Travancore-Cochin Irrigation Act, 1956 for section 40- A the 
following section shall be substituted , namely : 

" 40- A . Procedure on failure to contribute cost or Tabour 
for work to be done by joint labour and other provisions to 
facilitate cultivation. 

( 1 ) Whenever, by local custom or for other good reason , 
any work connected with irrigation , flood control or drainage 
for purposes of agriculture should be done by the joint labour 
or cost of the proprietors of all the lands benefited by such 
work , if any such proprietor fails or neglects to do his share 
of the work , or contribute his share of the cost or labour , it 
shall be lawful for the Collector , the Punja Special Officer or 
any other officer authorised by the Government in this 
behalf, on the application of one or more of the proprietors 
interested in such work or likely to be injured or injured by 
such failure or neglect, to investigate the matter and pass 
such order as he deems fit, and he may by such order also 
direct the defaulting proprietor to execute any portion of the 
work or pay any portion of the cost of the work. If the order 
directs that the defaulting proprietor shall execute a portion 
of the work , it shall distinctly specify the portion of the work 
to be executed , the time within which it should be done and 
the estimate of the cost of such work prepared in such manner 
as may be prescribed . On the defaulting proprietor refusing 
or failing to execute such work within the time fixed in the 
order, the work may be executed under the orders of the 
Collector , the Punja Special Officer or such other officer autho 
rised as aforesaid and the cost thereof may be recovered from 
such defaulter. 
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(2 ) Whenever one or more proprietors of a Punja Pada 
sekharam , or Kolepadavu apply to the Collector, the Punja 
Special Officer , or any other officer authorised by the Govern 
ment in this behalf, to arrange for dewatering such Punja 
Padasekharam or Kolepadavu for the purpose of paddy culti 
vation , it shall be lawful for the Collector, the Punja Special 
Officer or such other officer to arrange the dewatering of such 
Punja Padasekharam or Kolepadavu and to recover the cost 
thereof from the proprietors. The Collector, the Punja Special 
Officer or such other officer arranging the dewatering work or 
any person authorised by him to execute such work shall have 
power to enter upon any land and instal any machinery for 
the purpose of dewatering and to execute any temporary work 
incidental to the dewatering. 

( 3 ) When any portion of the bund in any Punja Pada 
sekharam or Kolepadavu has not been constructed or repaired 
properly , it shall be lawful for the Collector , the Funja Special 
Officer or any other officer authorised in this behalf by the 
Government, to carry out the repair or construction and to 
recover the cost thereof from the proprietors liable to do that 
work . 


( 4 ) Whenever cultivation in any Punja Padasekharam or 
Kolepadavu or in any field in any such Padasekharam or Kole 
padavu is likely to be affected due to want of proper irrigation 
or drainage facilities, the Collector , the Punja Special Officer 
or any other officer authorised in this behalf by the Govern 
ment, shall have power to arrange to execute any temporary 
works for removal of obstruction to existing vachals, deviation 
of vachals , provision for new vachals or such other temporary 
works, as are necessary to irrigate or drain the Padasekharam 
or Kolepadavu or the field . The Collector , the Punja Special 
Officer or such other officer arranging such work , or any person 
or persons authorised by such officer to execute the work 
shall have, notwithstanding anything contained in any other 
law for the time being in force , power to enter upon any land 
and to do the work . The cost incurred on such works shall be 
recoverable from the parties liable to do the works. 

(5 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-sections 
( 1) , (2 ), (3 ) and (4 ) , the Collector, the Punja Special Officer 
or any other officer authorised by Government shall not execute 
any work under the aforesaid sub-sections, if the majority 
of the proprietors to be benefited by the work intimate the 
Collector , the Punja Special Officer , or the officer authorised , 
in writing that they do not want the work to be executed. 


(6 ) The Collector , the Punja Special Officer , or the officer 
authorised may exercise such powers and perform such duties, 
as may be prescribed for the collective benefit of the majority 
of the proprietors of lands in matters connected 

with 
irrigation . 


(7) (a ) Any party aggrieved may within such time as 
may be prescribed by the Government appeal to the Govern 
ment, or to any officer specially authorised by the Government 
in this behalf by notification in the Gazette, against any order 
passed by the Collector, the Punja Special Officer or the officer 
authorised under sub -section ( 1 ), or sub -section ( 2 ) , or sub 
section ( 3 ) , or sub - section (4 ) , and the Government or such 
other officer, as the case may be, may thereupon pass such 
orders as they or he think or thinks just and reasonable after 
giving notice to the opposite party and hearing him , if he 
appears . 

(b ) It shall be lawful for the Government to revise any 
order of the Collector, the Punja Special Officer or the officer 
authorised , or specially authorised , made under this section and 
pass such orders as are in their opinion just and reasonable, after 
giving notice to the party affected and hearing him , if he appears. 

( 8 ) Any sum of money payable under the provisions of 
this section may also be recovered from the defaulting pro 
prietor as arrears of Land Revenue under the Revenue Re 
covery Act for the time being in force. 

Illustration . Putting up of ring bunds or drainage of 
water in Punja Padasekharams in Kuttanad area or Kole 
Lands in Trichur Taluk are instances of works contemplated 
in this section .

The Government are pleased to issue the following with a view 
to safeguarding the interests of candidates approved for appointment 
to civil posts /services under the State Government by selection or on 
the result of competitive examination , who take up military service 
during the present emergency before joining their appointment. 
(a ) It is not necessary to make formal appointments of such 

approved candidates during their absence on a military 
service. The posts may be filled on a temporary basis as a 
stop - gap arrangement until the return of such candidates 
from military service and the persons so temporarily employed 

should be warned of the position.. 
(b ) On return from military service , approved candidates may be 

appointed to the civil posts , whether permanent or temporary 
to which they would have been appointed , had they not 
proceeded on military service, provided they are physically fit 
as required under the rules. Such candidates should be 
required to undergo such training and/oi to pass such 
departmental examinations as may have been prescribed in 
the rules governing appointment to ; and confirmation in the 

posts concerned . 
( c) In the case of candidates approved for appointment to 

temporary civil posts their appointment after their return from 
military service would be subject to the conditions that those 
posts are still in 

existence and their military service is 
approved " . 
(d) After such candidates are appointed to the civil posts /service 

for which they were selected before they took up military 
service, their seniority will be determined in the order of their 

original selection to the posts services concerned .

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(e) On appointment to the civil post, the pay of such a candidate 

should be fixed on the basis of the date on which he would 
have been appointed to the post if he had not taken up 
military service. For this purpose the candidates advised by 
the Public Service Commission for appointmentwill be deemed 
to have joined duty in the post concerned with effect from 

the date of effective advice of the Public Service Commission .

The question of timely relief that should be given to the families 
of non -gazetted Government Servants in permanent or temporary 
employ including members of the work charged establishments and 
those borne on full time contingent establishments and those borne on 
full time contingent establishment who had rendered not less than 
three years of continuous service and who died while in service 
(whether on duty or on leave with or without pay) in order to enable 
them (the families) to meet their immediate requirements has been 
under the consideration of Government for some time past.

The management and workers of the Talliar Estate P. O. Talliar 
agreed by a settlement published in G. O. Rt. No. 4261/H4/63/HLD . 
dated 14-3-1963 to refer to me for arbitration under section 10 (A ) of 
the Industriat -Disputes Act 1947 the industrial dispute existing bet. 
ween them with regard to the dismissal of Sarvashri, Madan No. 230 
and Manoharan No. 275. As per the Government Order I took up 
the dispute for arbitration . I asked the parties to put in their respec 
tive claim statements . They did so . The parties were heard twice, on 
12th June and 29th August 1963. 

As per the claim statement of the General Secretary, Devicolam 
Estate Workers Union Munnar Sarvasree Madan and Manohiran 
were dismissed from service on 22-5-1962 without a proper enquiry 
alleging that they assaulted a member of the staff , that one of the 
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Assistant conductors attempted to rape Smt. Poomany the wife of 
ShriManoharan and sister of Shri Madan on 12-5-1962 in the pluck 
ing field , that on hearing of the incident the two dismissed workers 
with certain others went to the Assistant Conductor and had a talk 
about the matter in the course of which there was a hot exchange of 
words between them which was quite natural, that the allegation of 
assanlting the Assistant Conductor is false, that the workers were dis 
missed without giving them proper opportunity to defend themselves 
and that therefore the two workers should be reinstated with continuity 
of service and backwages. The Manager of Talliar Estate contends 
that the two workers were dismissed for assaulting an Assistant Con-, 
ductor, that they were dismissed after giving them a proper oppor 
tunity of being heard , that the story of the Assistant Conductor 
attempting to rape the wife of Shri Manoharan is false, that the two 
workers were dismissed for legitimate reasons and that therefore the 
action of the Management in having dismissed them should be upheld. 

During the second hearing both the parties jointly submitted a 
memorandum to me stating therein that they have settled this dispute 
and requesting me to pass an award in terms of that settlement. As 
per the settlement the Management of Talliar Estate agreed to reinstate 
Sarvashree Madan and Manol aran without back wages but with conti 
nuity of service treating the period of their absence due to dismissal as 
leave without wages. A copy of the jointmemorandum with copy of 
the settlement is published herewith as an annexure to this award . 

I find the terms of the settlement quite fair and proper. I there 
fore pass an award in terms of the settlement. This award will be 
binding on the parties to the dispute with effect from 30-8-1963 as 
per Section 17 of the Industrial Disputes Act 1947.

2. The General Secretary of the Commercial Employees Associa 
tion , Kozhikode filed this clarification statement on 22nd April 1963 . 
In the statement the Secretary affirms that Messrs. C. K. Govindan and 
Kunhikanaran were permanent workers of the management and they 
have been in service for 6 and 5 years each respectively. On 13-2-1962 
both these workers were removed from service of the above management 
without due notice or payment of notice pay. Retrenchment compen 
sation was also not paid to them . The workers approached the mana . 
gement and requested to reinstate them with continuity of service and 
back wages ; but the recalcitrant management turned down the request. 
The action of themanagementis quite illegal and unjustifiable. It is a 
clear case of victimisation and unfair labour practice. Therefore the 
workers are entitled to get reinstatement with continuity of service and 


back wages. 


13. The management filed their reply statement on 30th April 
1963. They have at the very outset asserted that M /s. C. K. Govindan 
and K. Kunhikanaran were not employed , at all, by the management 
in their establishment. Therefore , there is no question of termination 
of service and there is no dispute between the said persons and the 
management. Si Shaila Industrial Establishment (Management) was 
registered only on 18th March 1959 and there are several industrial 
establishments in this Industrial Estate owned by different proprietors 
and if the above said two employees were employed by one of the unit 
of industrial concerns they have to seek remedy by filing complaints on 
those masters who have employed them . Therefore the management 
declares that the employees are not entitled to get anything from them 
and the dispute may be dismissed . The union filed a rejoinder on 
24-5-1963 controverting all the allegations of the management in their 
statement. They have pointed out that units in Shaila Industrial Estate 
are not different establishments and are under the same management 
in the names of the children of the President of Shri Shaila Industrial 
Estate. 

The generalmanagement of the estate and the industry is in 
the hands of the opposite party . The profit and loss of the industry 
goes to him . There is employer employee relationship and master and 
servant connection between the two workmen and the management.

“ (d ) the parties are not within the degrees of prohibited 
relationship : 

Provided that where a custom governing at least one of the parties 
permits of a marriage between them , such marriage may be solemnized 
notwithstanding that they are within the degrees of prohibited relation 
ship ; and ;
